Con- 
viction of Scopes today on a charge 
of violating the Tennesjsee law against 
the teaching of theories of evolution 
in public schools paved the way for 
an appeal to the state supreme court. 

The scene of the “evolution test” 
will be shifted from Dayton to Knox- 
ville, where under the regular order 
of procedure the Tennessee court will 
hear cases from this circuit the first 
Monday in September. 

After both defense and state counsel 
had agreed this morning that the de- 
fendant should be convicted, the jury 
returned a verdict in less than 10 
minutes. 

Minimum Fine Is Imposed. 

The minimum fine of $100 was im- 
posed by the court and bail was fixed 
at $500. The defendant made a surety 
bond for his appearance in Rhea 
county circuit court the first Monday 
in December, when the supreme court 
was expected to have passed upon the 
case, 

As soon as the verdict was returned 
the defense moved for a new trial, and 
when this was overruled Scopes’ at- 
torneys made the other customary 
legal motions to complete the record 
and send the case on its way to the 
supteme court. 

Work Begun on Appeal. 

Defense attorneys tonight had be. 
gun the work of perfecting their ap- 
peal to the supreme court. The court 
pointed out to attorneys for Scopes 
this morning that to permit the legal 
limit of 60 days in which to perfect 
the appeal would carry the case be- 
yond the next meeting of the su- 
preme court at Knoxville, scheduled 
for the first Monday in September. 
Judge Raulston, therefore, fixed a 


limit of 30 days for perfection of ap- 
peal, with an assurance that if more 
time should be needed an extension 
would be granted. 

Defense counsel pointed out tonight 
that when the case reaches the state 
supreme court other counsel may be 
engaged. It was understood from the 
outset, attorneys said, that the law- 
yers in the trial might not conduct 
the case in the Tennessee supreme 
court, and it Was further suggested 
that should the case reach the su- 
preme court of the United States, 
still other attorneys might become

End Comes Suddenly.

I have 
no disp@sitton to .protect any decree 
that I make from being reversed by a 
higher court, because, if I am in error, 
I hope that seiaebody will correct my 
mistake. 

“TI feel that the testimony of Mr. 
Bryan can shed no light upon any is- 
sues that will be pending before the 
higher court. 

Real Issue In Suit. 

“The lawsuit now is whether or not 
Mr. Scopes taught that man descended 
from a lower order of animals. It 
isn’t a question of whether God cre- 
ated man by the process of develop- 
ment and growth. These questions 
have been eliminated from this court 
and the only question we have now 
is whether this teacher taught that

Dayton, Tenn., July 21.—(4)—The 
conclusion of the Scopes trial here 
today brought a rain of statements 
ond counter-statements. 

The first one came from William 
Jennings Bryan. It brought imme- 
diate responses from Clarence Dar- — 
row and Dudley Field Malone. Pre- 
senting conflicting religious opinions, 
the statements set forth these views 
both as related te the evolution and 
religious phases of. the Scopes trial 
and from their own personal’ stand- 
points. 

Mr. Bryan asserted that the case . 
had uncovered an “insidious attack 
upon the authority of the Bible.” It 
Clarence Darrow's entrance 
into the case “most fortunate for the 


Christian church,” pronounced him 
the most perfect product of evolution 
in the United States, and charged that 
Mr. Darrow had “slurred the Bible, 
insulted the court, . . Shown his 
contempt for everything Christian and 
everybody identified with Christian- 


ity.” 5 
Darrow Ridicules Bryan. 

Mr. Darrow, replying, declared he 
had not come into the Scopes case 
until after the entrance of Mr. 
Bryan, and added that he was “in- 
clined to think that intelligent re- 
ligionists would like to get rid of 
Mr. Bryan.” He came with the an- 
ticipation of being allowed to produce 
expert testimony, he said, concluding 
with a volley of ridicule. 

A campaign by Mr. Bryan through 
political and church organizations to 
control the “educational system of the 
country by dogmatic religion and to 
organize sufficient churely and politi- ’ 
cal power to create a state religion j 
the United States,” was forecast 
Mr. Malone. 

. The statement of Mr. Bryan fol-. 
ews: * 

“The issue is so large that individ- 
uals and localities are relatively un- 
important. It dwarfs all other issues 
now under consideration by the peo- 
ple of the United States and of the 
world. Is the Bible true? is the ques- 
tion raised by the Tennessee law, and 
‘that question is answered in the af- 
firmative, as far as this trial can 
unswer it. Believing, as I do, in re- 
is to say, in 
Christianity built upon the Word of 
God—I rejoice that the followers of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ are 
at last awakened to the insidious at- 
tacks which have been made, under 
cover of a scientific hypothesis, upon 
the authority of the Bible by unbeliey- 
ers of every grade and class; The 
attack up the authority of the Bible 
is organized, deliberate and malignant, 
and had only to be uncovered to be 
understood. 


‘Mr. Darrow’s entrance into. the. 
case has been most fortunate for the 
Christian church. He is the most con- 
spicuous of the outspoken opponents 
of religion in the nation. He is the 
finished product of evolution—the 
most perfect that has yet developed 
in the United States. He embodies 
all that is cruel, heartless and destrue- 
tive in evolution. He. is our Exhibit 
A and proves the criminal folly of en- 
trusting to the tempestuous seg of 
life an intellectual ship without a 
moral rudder and without a compass. 
He does not believe that there is a 
God—he is au avowed agnostic—and, 
therefore, has no sense of responsibil- 
ity to God. As love of fellowman has 
no other foundation than love of God, 
as set forth in the commandment : 
‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and thy neighbour |

The house committee on _ public 
highways Tuesday failed to reach a 
decision on highway department re- 
organization measures. 

It was finally agreed that a com- 
mittee should be appointed at a sub- 
sequent meeting of the committee, 
which would take under consideration 
all bills dealing with reorganization 
The subcommittee would be 
instructed to report Back to the com- 
mittee one or more bills, or a substi- 
tute bill of its own. 

The reorganization measures intro- 
duced. by the Troup delegation came in 
for the major part of a lengthy dis- 
cussion at the hearing. These com- 
panion bills would provide for a high- 
way -eominission, to be composed of 
the. present members of the highway 
board until their terms of-office ex- 
pire. They also provide that {2 per 
cent of the funds received shall be ex- 
pended on actual contracts, only 8 
per cent being allowed for overhead 
expenses, salaries and other items. 
The road system, under provisions of 
these bills, would be divided into pri- 
wary and secondary highways. 

They were explained at length by 
A. H. Thompson, LaGrange attorney, 
who drew the measures. 

Another measure which ‘is 
the committee is that of Representa- 
tive Beck, of Carroll. His measure 
would place practically the entire road 
building and maintenance authority in 
the hands of county authorities, with 
provisions that the state highway de- 
partment should pay the county au- 
thorities their proportion of the high- 
way funds received by the state.

At the same time other officials, 
sharing the opinion published today, 
hold that this amounts to the same 
thing as an evasion of the rule, of- 
fering Tilden as well as other player- 
writers in the same category, an op- 
portunity to fulfill in a measure their 
writing contracts without actually in- 
fringing upon forbidden grounds. 

The amateur rule, in this respect, 
says that a player shall forfeit lis 
amateur standing by ‘writing for 
pay or for a consideration current 
newspaper articles covering a tourna- 
ment or match in which he is entered 
as a competitor.”

New York, July 21—()—Jack Dempsey can not do business with the 
New York State Athletic commission by proxy. This was evidenced to- 
day when members of the commission informed Tex Rickard, who sought 
to represent Dempsey at today’s meeting, that Dempsey or his legitimate 
manager must appear before the board to conclude arrangements for his 
proposed match with Harry Wills, negro heavyweight. 

While commission members were 
somewhat perturbed at Dempsey’s 
failure to appear today as he prom- 
ised, no action was taken, Dempsey’s 
status remaining the same as it was 
last Friday. Rickard promised the 
commission Dempsey would appear as 
soon as he completes his business on 
the Pacific coast and the boxing mo- 
guls consented to postpone any action 
for two weeks, providing Dempsey re- 
turns.and signs articles of agreement 
with Wills at that time. 


Tunney Talk Quieted. 


Rickard refused to tell whether he 

had discussed with the commission the 
possibility of Dempsey appearing in 
any tune-up matchy while the Wills 
match is pending, but Paddy Mullins, 
Wills’ manager, said any articles for 
a Wilfs-Dempsey match which he 
signs must contain a clause forbid- 
ding either principal from engaging 
in any matches before the title meet- 
ing. This virtually quiets any talk 
of Dempsey meeting Gene Tunney. 
Bartley Madden or any other chal- 
lenger before he meets Wills if he ex- 
pects to keep peace with the New York 
state boxing authorities . 
It was a day of disappointments all 
around for the commission. Mickey

_-*Despite Short Selling 
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New York, July 21.—(/)—Scatter- 
ed profit taking and short selling, in- 
spired by stiffening money rates, im- 
parted considerable irregularity -to 
stock trading today but the market 
continued to maintain a firm under- 
tone. Bullish activities were con- 
fined principally to the high priced

Attempts of professional operators 
to start a reaction made little prog- 
ress. A jump in the call money rate 
of 43 per cent was used as a pretext 
for rather general selling in the after- 
noon, but support was forthcoming 
for most issues, emphasizing the 
market’s strong absorptive power. 

Although its behavior was at times 
erratic, General Electric held the 
leadership of the high priced stocks, 
for which demand was most urgent.
